AND CIJIVELAND COLLECTIONS. The 37 sets of screens illustrate 
major themes and styles of Japanese screen painting from the 
mid-15th to the early 19th century. Through May 8, 1977. 

Upper Level Exhibition Area: ANAMORPHOSES; GAPES OF PERCEPTION

works of art that contain a visual sleight of hand in which 
artists deliberately distort scenes that become recognizable 
only when viexi7ed from a certain angle, or through a peep hole, 
or with the aid of a specially shaped mirror.

The 49 etchings 
examine the reactions of printmakers to the industrialization 
and urbanization of western Europe and America between 1850 and 
1950.
